Predicts Great Things for Flor-

ida.

H. B. riant, president of the
Plane bystem, in an interview with
an Atlanta Constitution reporter,
says :

"The truth is, the orange groves
of centra Florida, which were well
taken care of, have suffered but
little from the cold wave. The
frost that killed many of the or-

ange trees a year ago was the first
disastrous frost we have had in
that region of the state for thirty-tw- o

years. Thee will probably
not be another frost for many
years to come.

'But wi:h all this there will be
a fair crop of oranges, grown in
Florida this year. Of course, the
yield will not be shown on the
market as abundantly as it has
"been for a number of years past,
and, of course, the scarcity 01 or-

anges in the market will make the
price go up to some degree, but at
the same time' there will not be
such x loss to the public as will be
naturally anticipated after all the
scare-cro- w stories that have been
published in the newspapers of the
northern market centers.

'There is one pleasing observa-
tion to make concerning the disas-
ter which bwfell the farmers of
Florida last year, and that is, that
the cold wave which killed their
orange crop and groves has taught
them the esson ' or. diversified
crops, and they are now busy with
the truck farms, rowing such
things as tomatoes, cabbage,
beans, and many such things,
which find a ready market in the
eastern and northwestern cities
Jong before there is the slightest
evidence of verdure in the rural
districts of those sections.

"I believe that ' this cold wave
will prove a blessing in disguise to
many of the farmers of Florida.
Perhaps they may never have such
a killing .frost aain, but at the
vsame time they are making money
on other crops and are not de-

pendent on the orange groves and
sunshine entirely. it
